In Report to Trustees: 


Menlo District Teachers Ask 
$400-a-Year Salary Increase 


Menlo Park Elementary Schoo! 
District trustees were this week 
seeking less expensive alterna- 
tives to a request for what 
amounted to a $400 across-the- 
board pay increase for the dis- 
trict’s teaching staff. 

Taking no stand but indicating 
they favored—in spirit, at least— 
most of the provisions in it, the 
trustees learned of the request in 
a report from the school district's 
teachers’ salary committee. 

They also learned that teachers 
favor a merit plan which would 
reward outstanding teachers in 
the district with a $500 lump sum 
payment at the end of the teach- 
ing year. 

‘DEPEND ON TEACHERS’ 

In submitting the report, Com- 
mittee Co-Chairman Charles Bark- 
er pointed out: 

“The level of education in any 
school district is largely depend- 
ent upon the qualifications of the 


teachers who can be obtained by} 


that district. 

“The desirability of a school 
district is determined by several 
factors. Probably the primary 
consideration of most teachers 
is salary. 

“However, an equally important 
factor is the attitude of the com- 
munity toward education and 
teachers in general. 

“In the light of the failure of 
the recent school bond issue in 
Menlo Park, teachers now in the 
disirict, those graduating from 
nearby institutions or those con- 
templating employment here may 
question the desirability of re- 
maining in or entering into a com- 
munity that seems to have such 
little regard for its children that 
it is unwilling to provide facili- 
ties in keeping with the quality 
of the community.” 

“If a good education is to be 
made available for the children 
of Menlo Park with minimum fa- 
cilities and opportunities, it will 
become the sole responsibility of 
| the teacher to provide that edu- 
|eation. The well qualified teach- 
er needed for this type of pro- 
and

PAR VALUE 


in adjusting terms of contracts, | 


the committee, Barker said, re- 
}commended also that years of

The committee also asks that} 
teachers be hired before midyear,

year. 

Trustee James Black, who 
“sat in” on meetings of the sal- 
ary committee, said that he had 
told its members to “consult 
their professional consctences” 
in seeking pay raises, and re- 
served his right to disagree. 

He said that the request for a 
“reward” system for outstanding 
teachers was an opportunity for 
the school district, and concurred 
| with Barker in the observation 
|that it was unorthodox, in that 
most teachers did not care for 
such a “weapon” in the hands of 
most school boards. 
|BASED ON EVALUATION 

The merit plan, according to 
District Superintendent Dr. Mel- 
ville Homfeld, would be based on 
a continuing teacher evaluation 
plan which has been developed in 
the district during the past eight 
years. 

Under it—and under the merit 
plan proposal, as submitted by 
the teachers—evaluation would be 
by the administrators most fa- 
miliar with the individual class- 
room teacher. 

A teacher would not be able to 
apply for “career teacher” rating 
until he had a total of five years 
experience of which two would 
have to be spent in Menlo Park. 

Professional growth, teaching 
performance and professional at- 
titude would all be considered in 
the rating. 

Barker said he felt no percentile 
number of teachers should be 
set, for the “reward.” 

Trustees agreed to defer consid- 
eration until they can “figure 
costs in comparison with the pos- 
sible loss of opportunity to hire 
good teachers.” 

District business manager said 
that, If the $400 raise is adopted, 
and increments for seniority and 
post graduate work are added, the 
}average teacher’s salary will be 
| up $700 next year over this year’s.

Possible raises in the teachers’ 
salary schedule, added to annual 
increments which will be due to 
permanent members of the staff, 
further complicate the picture. 

At their regular study meeting 
Monday, Reichert told the trus- 
tees that a total income of $964,- 
643 can be foreseen for the oper- 
ating budget next school year; in- 
come for the current school year 
is to be about $932,955, 


However, addition of three 
science and mathematics teach- 
ers, three classroom teachers 
and two remedial reading teach- 
ers will mean a raise in the 
teaching staff from 88 certifi- 
cated teachers to 96. 

Richert held out one ray of 
hope: current legislation in the 
state assembly :and senate, aimed 
at getting more money for schools, 
may see a higher ADA payment 
than that anticipated; the district, 
otherwise, will get $126 per child 
in attendance from the state. 

The business manager’s figures 
showed that, if a teacher’s salary 
schedule presented by the dis- 
trict teachers’ salary committee 
were adopted, and the additional 
personnel were hired, it would 
push the total “certificated sal- 
aries of instruction” item. in the 
budget from $547,926 to $667,671, 
an increase of 21 percent. 
FIGURES RISE 

This is an increase of $120,000, 
whereas under present law the 
district's income is only expected 
to grow some $31,000. 
Eighty-seven percent of the 
district’s current budget is used 
for salaries and wages, Richert 
declared. 

He added that the district’s 
growth in assessed valuation has 
averaged about $2,000,000 each 
year for the past four or five 
years, and that this has been used 
as the basis for figuring an in- 
crease from $536,756 to $570,180 
in income from the locally-levied 
$1.75 per $100 assessed valuation 
tax rate.

In passing, we came across two more itens of interest 
anent the proposal made by San Francisco’s Mayor George 
Christopher that San Mateo County should now consider 
uniting with that friendly community to the north. 

We quote from Page One of the Recorder for October 
25, 1924: 

“Definite steps have been taken in various Peninsula towns | 
this week to bring about a complete study of the proposal to 
amalgamate San Mateo and San Francisco counties, the matter 
is receiving the close attention of citizens in all parts of the county. 

“Burlingame was the first municipality to name a committee 
member, Gordon C. Hess being selected . . . Menlo Park being 
an unincorporated. town will have no official. representative but 
the chamber of commerce has appointed J. H. Sullivan to serve 
on the committee from this locality. 

“Monday the San Francisco supervisors adopted a resolution 
authorizing Mayor James Rolph, Jr, to name a member from 
San Francisco to serve on the committee. . 

“It is expected that a meeting will be held in San Mateo 

on Wednesday evening. .. . 
_ “The following article taken from Wednesday’s issue of the 
Daily News Leader of San Mateo and written by C. Murphy of 
that town is worthy of careful consideration and no doubt will be 
read with interest by local people: 

“From her geographical position and the magnificence of 
her harbor, flanked by the richest agricultural background of any 
known city, San Francisco, the metropolis of the Pacific, is 
destined to be one of the greatest cities in the world. 

“Tam of the opinion that complete annexation of the whole 
of San Mateo County with San Francisco will bring greater 
results than any of the other forms suggested, such as the borough 
or the metropolitan district plans, which at best would only be 
patchwork and unsatisfactory. 

“This opportunity of a real practical development that San 
Mateo County has today, is the onvy of every other county in the 
state, and we should therefore grasp it without hesitation, 

“Tt will create such a confidence in our future that the tide 
of those San Frencisco people who formerly built up and sup- 
ported the cast bay cities will set in toward the Peninsula. . . . 

“The people of San Mateo County must realize that without 
the development of industries, it would be physically impossible 
for them to care for the large influx of people who would wish 
to settle among them. 

“This will be the critical situation facing them, and which 
can only be avoided by their becoming an integral part of San 
Francisco whose confidence and financial influence alone can 
secure large manufacturing plants to locate along San Mateo’s 
bay shore... . 

“‘Let no empty local sentiment or selfish political interest 
now block chances of progress. . . 2” 

And then, in the Recorder for January 8, 1932 — eight 
years later — we find Editor L. E. Harris quoting from an 
editorial in the Redwood City Tribune. That editorial well 
suits our own forebodings in regard to the committee that 
Mayor Christopher proposes to study the plan again: 

“Of course the San Francisco-San Mateo County Consolida- 
tion Committee approved the general plans of unifying the two 
counties! What other possible course could have been taken, 
when the group was originally started off with that idea fixed 
definitely in mind, and has kept it in mind during the three years 
in which a plan has been worked out that would make consolida- 
tion of the two political units possible? 

“San Francisco did not ask the bureau of governmental | 
research to go out and find that the consolidation of the two 
neighboring counties was undesirable. | 

“San Francisco has not brought about changes in state law 
that would make it possible —and easier — to swallow up San 
Mateo County, without a pre-determined policy to do that. 

“San Francisco has not taken the initiative right from the 
start, even though continuously shouting that the ‘first moves | 
must come from San Mateo — the smaller unit — without desper- | 
ately hoping to unify the two counties. 

“San Francisco has not dined and feted prominent San Ma: | 
teans without hoping to convince them that the big city politicians | 
are not such a bad lot as they sometimes are painted. 

“No! And that is why the committee’s report that the general | 
plan ‘is a proper one’ did not come as a surprise to peninsulans. — | 

“What San Mateans should be asking is just how far San | 
Francisco's consolidation propaganda has made inroads in San| 
Mateo county. Undcubtedly advances have been made on the 
unprotected fronts. San Francisco has corrected some of the 
undesirable features of its old government, but that does not | 
necessarily mean that San Mateo county wants to give up its | 
single blissfulness to contract a marriage that will wipe out its! 
identity. | 

“That end may be forestalled only by acts on the 
San Mateans themselves.” 

Ah yes indeed! 

In 1924, the great attraction San Mateo county found in 
the plan was the thought that San Francisco’s great “con- 

1” fidence and financial influence” might lead industry to settle 
within our borders. Today, even that attraction docs not 
exist. If anything, the thought of gaining new industry for | 
herself may be behind San Francisco's exhumation of the 
long-dead proposition. 

In 1932, it was no surprise that the study committee found 
the plan workable, and we rather suspect that such would 
again be the outcome.

|Your City's Business: 
Use of Sates Tax Money 
Needs Further Study

City Councilman, Menlo Park 


At the city council meeting last 
week, Councilman Ira Bonde pro- 
posed that we should draw up a 
program of capital improvements 
with estimated costs, so that we 
could determine a schedule of 
allocation of the funds from the 
city sales tax available for such 
purposes. 


| Of ccurse, a portion of the 
proceeds, roughly half as we 
can estimate at this time, will 
be applied against the property 
tax, reducing the ‘rate from 
what it otherwise would have 
been. The balance will be 
placed in a special fund to be 
used for needed public projects.

Of course, in this day of almost 
universal automobile ownership, 
the institution of parking meters, 
which Menlo Park, almost alone 
on the Peninsula has avoided, is a 
clear example of a regression tax. 

It costs not more in parking 
meter tax to park a 1957 Cadillac 
on the main street than a 1937 
Ford.

GET MERGER FACTS, 
CHRISTOPHER URGES 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Thank you for your letter of February 28th, 
together with the editorial comment in your 
valuable newspaper which you entitled “Thanks, 
your Honor—No!” 

When I suggested to the people of San Fran- 
cisco and San Mateo that they jointly retain 
the services of the Stanford Research Bureau to 
delve intosthe economics of a possible consoli- 
dation, I asked further than everyone keep an 
open mind pending submission of the findings. 
I have stated before, and I repeat now, that 
San Francisco will do very nicely, as well as 
San Mateo, if we do not effect a consolidation, 
but it was my further judgment that at least 
if some people are going to discuss consolidation 
in the future, we should have economic facts 
at hand. 

Your editorial accepts and condemns the sug- 
gestion in the same breath. You state that San 
Francisco has everything to gain by such a 
move and that San Mateo County would have 
no advantage in this direction. Perhaps you are 
right. I would not want to express my judg- 
ment until I had the facts, which no one has at 
this time. 

You state further that San Francisco is watch- 
ing industry move into San Mateo County. In 
all of my travels to the east, I have encouraged 
such a move. I reiterate that San Francisco 
cannot aspire to be an industrial center. We 
will be the commercial, financial and head- 
quarters center for industry but the large in- 
dustrial plants will necessarily have to move 
either to San Mateo County or to the East Bay. 
Together we could perhaps bring them within 
our own boundaries, 

Our tax rate is better than that of San Mateo 
County. Our future is assured—our fame is 
world renowned. Our schools are superior to 
most counties in the State of California and 
there is no advantage that San Mateo County 
has today that is not enjoyed by San Francisco. 
We have certain deficiencies, to be sure, but 
our credit is the best in the nation as evi- 
denced by the low interest rate on our bonds, 
and we are amortizing these bonds at the rate 
of sixteen million dollars a year. We could 
not begin to spend at once all the money that 
can be derived from our excellent credit. The 
people of San Mateo County are well aware of 
their own deficiencies and we are quite willing 
to admit ours.

County Comment: 


Voters May Have fo Decide Many 
Big Financial Measures Soon

The people of San Mateo coun- 
ty never faced a time of more im- 
portant decisions being made by 
government officials. 

Of course, the sales tax problem 
has been a red hot issue in the 
southern part of the county and 
three cities, Redwood City, Menlo 
Park and San Carlos now have 
this law on the book with collec- 


But a lot can happen in the next 
month. The first “break” in the 
south county bloc came last week 
when Belmont refused to go along 
with the tax plan and voted only 
for a county-wide plan. This re- 
verse action in Belmont is cer- 
tain to have its effects in the other 
three cities. Opponents of the 
sales tax here are determined to 
force the issue to a vote of the 
people. If the results are any- 
thing like that in Belmont (2,451 
votes against and 345 for) the tax 
is dead here. And if the petition- 
ers follow present plans, it will 


; not only kill the city-adopted sales 


tax but will keep the local gov- 
ernment from collecting anything 
if and when the county-wide tax 
is assessed. 

The question now arises, what 
will Menlo Park and San Carlos 
city councils do if Redwood City 
voters do turn down the one 
per cent sales assessment. Can 
they afford to go ahead on their 
own? 

We certainly won’t attempt to 
guess the outcome in those cities, 
but we feel safe in commenting 
on the attitude of the board of 
supervisors—not that we have any 
idea what their decision will be 
if seven cities make a request for 
a county-wide sales tax. 

Supervisor William M. Werder, 
we know from publicly made 
statements, will demand that the 
issue be put to a vote. Supervisor 
Thomas J. Callan has thoughts in 
the same direction, so we’re told. 
In view of the vote in Belmont, 
more members of the board may 
be inclined to think the step too 
important to take without con- 
sulting the people. 

Such a move would be history- 
making, not only here, but all 
over the state. While the people

get to decide bond issues, they 
have no say, except through the 
ballot on candidates, on any tax- 
ing issue. No other county or 
city in the state has submitted 
the sales tax issue to the voters. 


When the state adopted the 
sales tax program many years ago 
to support the school program, it 
was on a “temporary”: basis~ and 
the citizens know the needs of the 
schools. 


The ever-present school prob- 
lems bring us to another “de- 
cision” important to everyone in 
the county. There isn’t a school 
district in the county that isn’t 
crying for more funds for build- 
ing classrooms and_to handle the 
demands of increased teacher sal- 
aries and for more teachers to 
handle growing enrollments, 

School district bond issues 
are having their troubles in sey- 
eral parts of the county, witness 
the recent defeats in Menlo 
Park and Portola Valley. As 
we think of rising local govern- 
ment costs, so must we plan our 
schools needs. 

The Sequoia Union High School 
District is planning to place a 
bond issue on the May election 
ballot. 

We would ask, why have the 
boards of trustees of these dis- 
tricts left the decision up to a 
small, selected group of individ- 
uals who are supposed to recom- 
mend the amount of bonds to sub- 
mit to the voters? 

These civic-minded people who 
are interested in schools must ac- 
cept all the figures of forecast- 
ing the future that school officials 
furnish, Report after report ‘has 
Stated the needs of the entire 
area, but the powers in charge 
apparently are afraid to come up 
with the total in bonds they know 
must be spent in the next few 
years, 

It is wise, we admit to have a 
selected citizens’ committee to 
support the bonds, but no where 
along the line do we find any dis- 
cussion to cut down the costs of 
school plants. Many people with 
better knowledge than ours says 
it can be done, if the architects 
will do the job. 

The decision? Well, this time 

the people will get to decide, 
and we hope both bond pro- 
grams are presented in their 
true light; that the money will 
be spent for needed classrooms 
and not a lot of gold plate. 
__ The people know the need, and 
if and when school plants can be 
constructed on a fairly good sized 
acreage and not a whole country- 
side, and when more compact and 
less expensive schools are plan- 
ned, and when then the bonds 
have have easy sledding.
